No Demonstration Is 
Held as New Group 
Takes Oath 


By OTTO D. TOLISCHUS 

LONDON—(INS)—The new cab- 
inet of co-operation, born of one of 
the gravest crises in the history of 
Great Britain, was sworn in this 
morning before King George and 
the privy council at Buckingham 
Palace. 

After the oath had been admin- 
istered in a ceremony with its ritual 
dated back hundreds of years, the 
king distributed to his new minis- 
ters the seals of office which he 
had previously received from the 
members of the retiring cabinet. 

A large crowd watched the pro- 
cession of distinguished commoners 
and peers of the realm wend its way 
in automcbiles to Buckingham Pal- 
ace. 

There was no demonstration ex- 
cept that as Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald, who deserted the socialistic 
principles of his party because he 
thought that national necessity 
compelled it, left his downing street 
residence, J. H. Thomas,. a man 
darted from the small crowd as- 
sembled outside and shouted 
“judas!” ° 

The two laborite ministers, both 
wearing morning clothes. and silk 
hats, ignored the man and rode 
away in an automobile. 

Retiring Ministers Received 

The retiring ministers were re- 
ceived in the Indian room of Buck- 
ingham Palace. There they turn- 
ed over their seals of office to the 
king in a polite ceremony which 
began at 10:30:a. m. 

The new cabinet, consisting of 
four laborites, four. conservatives 
and two liberals, was scheduled to 
hold its first session at noon. to 
consider measures for balancing the 
budget, among them a ten percent 
reduction in the dole. It was over 
wthis-question that the Jakey . c2b=| nue 
inet split. 

With the brief ceremonies of in- 
duction over, the cabinet launched 
again into its task of drawing up a 
scheme of new economies and new 
revenues to enable a balanced bud- 
get and save the pound sterling 
from collapse. 

Generally speaking, .the economy 
policies of the new ministry are ex- 
pected to be largely the same as 
the late labor cabinet, but will in-

Great Welcome on Arrival 
HUNT DIFFERENT 


More Than 30,000 Are 
At Airport to Give 
Pair Ovation 


By JAMES R. YOUNG 

TOKYO —(INS) — The capital 
of the land of cherry blossoms gave 
the flying Lindbergs a hugh ovation 
this afternoon as their black mono- 
plane whirled down from overcast 
skies to the surface of a lake near 
Kasumigaura airdome here. 

More than thirty thousand per- 
sons, including almost the entire 
American coloiy of Tokyo and high 
Japanese officials were on hand to 
roar a welcome to the couple, whose 
arrival had been awaited with an- 
ticipation for more than a week. 

Their reception here rivalled in 
cordiality any they have received 
in other cities and it was probably 
the most colorful of all. Young 
Japan was represented at the flying 
field by officials in cutaway coats, 
striped trousers and high hats and 
thousands of others in occasional 
business clothes. There were 
youths in blazers and sport attire 
and maidens with bobbed hair. 

Old Japan turned out in force in 
flowered silk kimonos of all colors 
and rickshaws crowded against 
taxicabs and bicycles. 

The Lindberghs landed at 2:09 


p. m. (11:09 p. m. Iowa time) as

stage, the crowd surged forward 
shouting “banzai!” an expression 
equivalent to hurrah. 

The aviator and his wife smiled

He had no sooner finished speak- 
ing when the announcer gave. the 
news of the death of former Premi- 
er Hamaguchi, who was shot by an 
assassin last November. The death 
of the premier may interfere with 
the six-day program of the govern- 
ment for the entertainment of the 
Lindberghs.

SHANGHAI—(INS)—The toll of 
dead in the Chinese flood disaster 
was increased by at least 3,200 by 
the typhoon which struck the de- 
vastated Hankow area, a check-up 
indicated today. 

Approximately 2,200 survivors of 
the floods were believed to have 
lost their lives in Hankow when the 
howling wind overturned sampans 
and swept away scores of homes! 
and buildings already weakened by 
the flood waters. New deaths at 
Wuchang totaled 1,000. 

In addition, four Chinese were 
killed in Shanghai when they were 
trapped in the vaults of the Nation- 
al City bank by the flood waters. 
All available firemen were assigned 
to the task of pumping out the 
vaults, flooded to a depth of several 
feet. Several other banks with un- 
derground vaults suffered simil- 
arly. 

Meanwhile, barring new typhoons, 
Hankow began today to hope for 
some alleviation of its suffering. 
The Yangtse river, which rose to a 
depth of 53 feet during the height 
of the floods, receded several inch- 
es last night, and hopes were held 
out that it might speedily regain its 
normal level. 

Relief work by Chinese and fore- 
ign officials was well under way. 
Warships are carrying food, medi- 
cinal supplies and clothing to the 
flood survivors, and doctors and 
nurses are doing all in their power 
to ward off pestilence. 


| Publisher Sentenced 
To Pen for Bilking 
North Carolina Bank 


ASHEVILLE, N. C.—(Special) — 
Col. Luke Lea, Tennessee newspa- 
per publisher and former United 
States senator, Tuesday was sen- 
tenced to serve from six to ten years 
in North Carolina state prison upon 
being convicted of defrauding the 
Central Bank and Trust company 
here of $1,136,000. 

Luke Lea, Jr., convicted with his 
father in the trial which has been 
under way here for more than four 
weeks, was fined $25,000 after So- 
licitor Zeb V. Nettles had made a 
plea for him on the grounds of his 
age-—23—and the fact that he was 
merely doing as instructed by his 
father. 

Wallace B. Davis, president of the 
bank. who already faces a five to 
seven year sentence in connection 
with its failure, was given 4 to 6 
years in prison.

COUNTY.CUTS 
T. B. TAX LEVY 


Carroll Co. Sa. Mivete to 
Reduce Assessments 
On Property 


CARROLL, Ia.— (INS) — Carroll 
|county taxpayers will have their 
taxes, the funds of which will be 
applied to county purposes alone, 
reduced by approximately 20 per- 
cent as the result of action taken 
by the board of supervisors Thurs- 
day. This reduction is recognized 
as being the largest known tax re- 
duction made by any county in 
Iowa thus far this year. The re- 
duction will mean a saving of ap- 
proximately $65,000 as compared to 
last year. 

In order to affect this saving on 
county purposes taxes the board 
abolished the 2 mill bovine tuber- 
culosis levy, a saving of approxi- 
mately $19,600; cut the optional 2 
1-2 mill levy for construction work 
on county roads, a saving of ap- 
proximately $20,000, eliminating 
from the budget the 1 mill manda- 
tory road tax, a saving of approx- 
imately $24,400. These figures are 
based on the estimated valuation 
but will in reality mean a net low- 
ering of about $65,000 on county 
purpose taxes. 

In making this substantial sav- 
ing to the taxpayers of Carroll coun- 
ty the board realizes that it means 
a decided curtailment of construc- 
tion and maintenance of county 
roads the coming year but the mem- 
bers feel their action will meet with 
the approval of the taxpayers. 


TOLEDO, Ia.— (Special) —Notices 
have been served on a number of 
Tama county farmers that the state 
is going to test their herd for tuber- 
culosis. The notices followed an 
amusing incident at the farm of 
Floyd Whitmore, near here, when 
the veterinarian was asked to guar- 
antee that the cows would be in as 
good condition physically after a 
test with tuberculin, as they were 
before. The veterinarian refused to 
do so. Quite a number of néighbors 
had gathered to welcome the vet 
and the report went out that an- 
other Cedar County rebellion was 
in progress. Whitmore denies that 
he refused to have his cattle tested 
but states he felt he was entitled to 
be guaranteed that the cows would 
not be ruined physically by the test.

Béothers ‘Enter Shaft! 
In Futile Attempt 
To Save Cousin 


DUDLEY, Ia.— (INS) — Two 
brothers, Harold and Glen Hanson, 
and a nephew, Ernest Redburn, 
were dead here today, victims of 
eat ag damp in a small mine near 


ge started down the shaft 
of the mine Tuesday afternoon 
while the Hansons worked the 
pump which drives fresh air down 
into the shaft. Evidence indicates 
he was overcome while approx- 
imately fifteen feet from the bot- 
tom of the shaft, and dropped the 
remaining distance. 

Noticing his absence, one of the 
Hansons started down the shaft to 
find him. Apparently, he, too, was 
overcome before reaching the bot- 
tom of the shaft. 


The other Hanson, descending 
the shaft in search of his brother 
and nephew, met a similar fate. 

Anton Hanson, father of the two 
brothers, was at the mouth of the 
mine, and, becoming alarmed, 
rushed to his home and told his 
wife. While Mrs. Hanson tele- 
phoned for aid, Hanson returned to 
the mine and with a few neighbors 
tested the air in the shaft. 

A fire lowered into the depths 
was extinguished before it was low- 
ered halfway to the bottom. 

Air was pumped into the hole 
until oxygen at the bottom was 
suffieient to feed a flame, and John 
Olson, Munterville miner, descended 
in the cage and brought up two of 
the bodies. Lack of oxygen at the 
bottom of the shaft had so exhaust- 
ed him that he was unable to go 
back for the third.

WASHINGTON—(INS) — There 
is keen interest in the capital in the 
unemployment relief program that 
Gov. Franklin D. Roosevelt has an- 
nounced.he will present in the spec- 
jal session of the New York legis- 
lature in a few days. 

Gov. Roosevelt is considered the 
foremost candidate for the demo- 
cratic presidential nomination. By 
many politicians he is regarded as 
Fresident Hoover’s most likely op- 
ponent next year. 

Thus the spectacle will be pre- 
sented to the country of the two 
likely contestants for the presidency 
in 1932 dealing with a grave prob- 
lem that undoubtedly will play an 
important part in the campaign. 
That problem is unemployment and 
the collateral economic issues that 
enter into it. 

President Hoover has already an- 
nounced his program for dealing 
with the emergency. 

It consists, as thus far revealed, 
in simple mobilization of local re- 
sources, under governmental direc- 
tion. He has appointed Walter S. 
Gifford, successful executive of the 
country’s greatest utility organiza- 
tion, and distinguished committee 
of three score outstanding. citizens, 
to direct a national drive for funds 
to provide jobs for the jobless and 
relieve distress during the coming 
winter. What is contemplated is a 
national drive comparable to the 
annual Red Cross roll-calls on the 
liberty loan drives during the war 
period.

MEXICO CITY—(INS) — Funer- 
al rites were being arranged today 
for Deputy Manuel H. Ruiz of the 
state of Jalisco, who was killed last 
night as he stood on the rostrum of 
the chamber of deputies when his 
charge of cowardic: hurled at his 
colleagues drew an answer in the 
form of sixty bullets from all sec- 
tions of the chamber.

SEASON CUT ON 
DUCK HUNTING 


Curtailment to One 
Month Is Ordered 


By Government 


Curtailment of the open season 
for wild duck hunting to one month 
in Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Wiscon- 
sin and Michigan was announced 
today following,the approval Tues- 
day by President Hoover of an 
amendment to the migratory bird 
treaty regulations shortening the 
season on ducks, geese, brant and 
coots-in the United States and 
Canada. 

The season in Iowa, which starts 
at noon Oct. 1, will close on Oct. 31, 
instead’ of Dec. 31, the-department 
of agriculture stated today. Short- 
ening of the season was caused by 
excessive drought in the principal 
wild fowl breeding grounds in 
northwestern United States and 
Canada, the biological survey ex- 
plained. 

Federal authorities, who recent- 
ly conducted an investigation of 
conditions prevailing .in these 
grounds, decided that irreparable 
damage would ensue if measures 
were not adopted at once to reduce 
the kill and preserve an adequate 
stock of birds for breeding. 

Under the provisions of the mi- 
gratory bird treaty with Great 
Britain, the department of agricul- 
ture is charged with the protection 
and maintenance in this country 
of the birds which migrate to and 
from Canada. Officials of the de- 
partment feel that the curtailment 
of the season to one month will 
afford sufficient protection this 
year. « 

Canadiat authorities are expect- 
ed to take ‘similar action within a 
short time," it was stated. 

County Recorder G. C. Parks, 
from whose office hunting and 
fishing licenses are issued, had not 
received official notice of the cur- 
tailment today.

Davenport Car Found

Wyoming Hill 


An automobile thief who is be- 
lieved to have deliberately wrecked

FALSE MEDICAL DOCTRINES 
EXPOSED 

In the last few articles of this 
series Dr. Benedict Lust of New 
York City has explained the work- 
ings of commercialized medicine 
and stated many specific instances 
of the tyranny of the medical trust 
in its endeavor to stifle all com- 
petition in the healing art. Dr.

“They had their own private po- 
licemen and the drugless practi- 
tioners were put in jail and the 
money collected was divided among 
those who brought the charges 
and caused the arrests. It was a 
self-constituted authority, a gov- 
ernment within a government, and 
what we had there in New York 
we have in a sectional way 
throughout most of the United 
States. 

“The American Medical Trust 
with its headquarters in Chicago is 
exercising an invisible government 
within the Government of the 
United States. I am making a 
broad statement but I can prove it. 
I can prove it from my own experi- 
ence with the different depart- 
ments of the Government. I am 
glad to give this message and state 
what I have in the cause of na- 
tural life, the nature cure, and 
medical freedom. It is our right to 
select a doctor and the man of ovr 
choice. Let’s be true citizens of 
the United States, but don’t let us 
go down quiescent with a system 


that is un-American and un- demo- ! 
cratic all the way through. These ; 
people fool the public today with; 


their big public and endowed es- 
tablishments, with their millions, 
with these charity organizations 
and hospials, and I tell you they 
are drunk with power. I hope I see 
the day when all the States abolish 
all the medical laws because the 
medical laws are very bad for the 
nation and for the people. Think 
of the War! When a boy was takg 
en into the army he became pract- 
ically a concist. They injected 
three kinds of serum into his bodv. 
I tell you that more boys died from 
the effects of medical treatment 
and. more are sick today from the 
effects of medical treatment in 
state institutions and public in- 








stitutions than from the effects of 
war. Most of these soldiers in 
these institutions were not even 
on the front. They simply lost out 
on account of medical practice. 

“When people are linked to such 
institutions and these traditions of 
the regular medics they are to be 
pitied. Many medical men know 
better. They send their wives to 
nature curing institutions. Nature 
eures them, but out of fear of be- 
ing ostracized by their own pro- 
fession they don’t dare to come out 
into the open. I tell you the day 
is not far away when the medica! 
people must admit that nature 
cures people. The people have to 
be told and then we need have no 
fear of the medical trust. No civil- 
ized people can endure such condi- 
tions indefinitely as exists today 
in this country. The regular medi- 
cal men and their theories cause 
untold disease and suffering. They 
want money appropriated so they 
ean prevent diseases. Why do they 
not prevent diseases now present 
instead of planning for the future?

If only a small pert of the money 
that has always been apporpriated 
had been used to promote heaith 
according to sane, rational meth- 
ods and in proper health educa- 
tion, what a tremendous prevention 
of disease would result! :

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N order to understand Dervish activity and influence 
I one has to distinguish among the various sects which, 
from Persia as well as Irak, have made their way into 
Turkey, and which have for centuries played an impor- 
tant part in the life and customs of the people. 

In Moslem countries, Dervishes are to some extent a 
counterpart of the monastic orders existing among Catho- 
lics; but while Christianity ever since its earliest days fa- 
vored hermits and communal life for religious brotherhoods, 








in ritual and form of worship, the three sects wore special 
garments and distinctive head coverings. 

The secret order of the Nakschibendi had no individual 
shrines, and practiced their particular form of worship in 
any Mosque. They wore a fez and white turban like any 
Immam or even student of theology, so that only their se- 
cret passwords and signs revealed their identity as Dervishes. 

le situseupn practices attracted tourists and publicity, 
and yet they were known to be more fanatical than all 6ther 
sects, to have great influence among the people, and while 
their number was said to be large it was almost impossible 
to locate all the sheiks and chieftains or to destroy an of- 
ganization of which the rallying point and meeting place 
could only be surmised. 


S said before, the religious practices of the different 
Dervish groups were very different. The Bektachis 
were founded during the fourteenth century by a Per- 
sian named Hadji Bektach, and adopted some of the old- 
est beliefs the world has known, such as a form of fire 
worship deriving from Zoroaster. They did not live in 
convents like the others, and only assembled at their sano 


ies. 

In Istanbul and Scutari they had monasteries 
and Tekes, and every Friday afternoon visitors 
could witness the ceremony. Besides the distinctive tall 
brown cap, the dancers wore flowing colored vestments. 
With bare feet, extended arms and upturned faces they 
would start by rhythmic movement, accompanied by in- 
struments such as flutes and drums paves by some of their 
songunen) they would then revolve with growing speed, 
hardly moving from the spot, never changing direction, un- 
til the head fell on one shoulder and the face could hardly 
be seen in the fantastic pivotal dance which only ended 
when the last celebrant fell to the ground in a religious 
trance resembling a faint. 

Dancing as well as Howling Dervishes can still be found 
in Syria, Irak and Egypt, but even in those countries the 
practice seems to be gradually disappearing. 

The Rufais, or howlers, were first founded in Irak and 
became numerous in Turkey, building a vast convent and 
sanctuary in Scutari on the Bosphorus. They attained re- 
ligious exaltation by repeating and finally howling the name 
of God, accompanying their cry by rhythmic movements

in which, with their arms entwined around each other’s 
necks, they swayed back and forth amid a din of noise, 
somewhat resembling the “shakers” of a later day. 

Repetitious prayer, self-torture and the exaltation which 
are said to be derived from the exercise are widely prac- 
ticed by the mysterious Nakschibendis. The aspirants are 
carefully trained in the use of a formula which has to be 
repeated hundreds of times, until the mind learns to use it 
automatically and all other thoughts or physical sensibility 
are eliminated, 

When Kemal Pasha waged war against the Greeks and 
chased them from Anatolia, the Nakschibendis worked ac- 
tively for what they regarded as a Holy War. 


sure brought upon them, no information could be gained 
as to the membership and actual practices of the Nakschi- 
bendi. Those on which sentence was passed were all taken 
to Menemen and awaited death crowded in the prison cells, 
The Dervishes sat or knelt on the ground, and in order to 
free their minds from other thoughts they practiced their 
special methods of self-hypnosis, both by repetitious prayer 
with deep and rhythmic breathing, as well as by concen- 
trating the eyes on the center of each other’s eyebrows or 
on a mysterious sign purposely scratched on the wall.

during the night. The minds became fixed and void as the 
condemned men swayed slightly back and forth, and the 
hours slipped by unnoticed: at dawn unflinchingly they 
faced the gallows. A boy escaped, only to be caught 
again. He was not a Dervish, and for him this life had 
many attractions. 

The mystics who hate modernity, innovation and prog- 
ress already looked confidently upon another life for them, 
“a vision of fulfilled desire.” Without either looking right 
or left they passed unconsciously through the door which 
held no terrors for them.

Grains firmed after a steady 
opening today. Corn was the center 
of attraction during the forenoon 
and values were elevated almost 2c 
a bushel. Short covering and local 
buying was noted owing to the 
strong cash market. Offerings were 
limited. Scattered showers were re- 
ported over the belt. Shipping in- 
quiry for corn is fair and country 
offerings moderate. 

Harvesting was reported progres- 
sing favorably in the northwest. 
Argentine wheat acreage was es- 
timated at 17,051,000 acres, or a re- 
duction of about 20 percent from 
last year’s acreage.

Linked With Government 
This branch of the medical trust which is often called the 
Lunacy Trust, is closely linked with the federal government 


and with many state governments. 


Dr. Hubert Work, for- 


mer Secretary of the Interior, and formerly a president of 
the medical trust (the American Medical Association) had 
control of St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, the national insane asylum 
of the United States. Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur, another form- 
er president of the medical trust followed the foosteps of Dr. 


Work and succeeded him as Secretary of the Interior. 


In 


fact medical trust presidents seem to have acquired perman- 


ent possession of the Department of the Interior. 


As Dr. 


Work’s successor in government, Dr. Wilbur is now head of 
the chief citidal of the insane controlled by the psychiatrists. 
These government officials are strong advocates of the psy- 


chiatrists’ policies and program. 


Under them was and is Dr. 


William A. White, national psychiatrist leader, 
St. Elizabeth’s over which he rules is the Bastile of Ameri- 


Ca. 


By the simple order of any secretary to the president 


Americans can be certified into this asylum without-.any legal 
proceedings of any kind. This has been done for years con- 
trary to the constitution of the United States, placing a very 
arbitrary power in the hands of the president’s cabinet. 

Men are also transferred into St. Elizabeth’s out of ‘U.S. 
penitentiaries to be held long after their sentences expire, 


without any adjudication of insanity. 


This is placed in the 


hands of officials a terrible method of private punishment. 
All the U. S. army and navy hospitals have neuro-psychia- 
tric departments and lunacy experts who send patients into 
St. Elizabeth’s without trial or chance for appeal. 
All U. S. public health service hospitals have psychiatric 


wards. 


Specialists in these institutions send patients to in- 
sane asylums without legal adjudication. 


This illegal method 


of punishment is often used to quiet complaints about hospi- 


tal conditions. 


All regional offices of the U. S. Veterans’ Bureau have big 
staffs of neuro-psychiatric specialists drawing big salaries 


who are out of asylums. 


These “experts” exercise the power 


of sending men into insane asylums and control millions of 
dollars belonging to the funds of ex-service men. 

All these specialists are guided by the ideas and propa- 
ganda of the American Psychiatric: Association and the Na- 
tional Committee of Mental Hygiene. 


Dangerous 


Legislation 


Stories of gigantic abuses and immense grafts in St. Eli- 
zabeth’s under Dr. White reached congress in 1926. For in- 
stance it was found that it took $200,000 worth of coal to run 
the institution one year, and it was discovered that Dr. White 
drew over $11,000 for personal expenses in addition to his 
fat salary. Congress ordered an investigation, but Secretary 
Doctor Work beat Congress to it by putting over a private in- 
vestigation in which prominent members of the lunacy trust 
investigated themselves and found that they were all right. 


Congress, however, refused to 


accept this report, but the ob- 


ject was nevertheless attained—no Congressional investiga- 


tion ever took place. 


On February 7th, 1927, Dr. Hubert Work, Secretary of the 
U. S. Department of the Interior, sent out of his office under 
government frank propaganda favoring legislation advocated 
by the Lunacy Trust through Jr. William A. White for St. 


Elizabeth’s hospital. 


These ideas were embodied in a letter to 
Representative Frederick N. Zihlman. 


They urged what 


amounted to the incarceration of persons in St. Elizabeth’s

of law whatever, doing away with the 


present process which keeps up the farce of committment 


through the District of Colum)ia courts.
